Her Royal Highness 1 1 e a n a , 
Princess of Romania, will speak at 
Memorial Coliseum tonight under 
the auspices of the Central Ken- 
tucky Community Concert and 
Lecture Series. 

The Princess, forced into exile 
when the Communists took over 
her country, will relate the story 
ot how her people lost their free- 
dom, and what it means to live 
under the Soviet domination. On 
arriving here in the United States, 
she made her home in New Eng- 
land where he six children have 
attended school. 

Daughter of the famous Queen 
Marie, the Princess has been an 
ardent participant in social work 
She was the founder of the first 
school for Social Workers in Ho 
mania, and was also head of the 
Romanian YVVCA and Girl Scouts. 
During World Wsr II. she gave 
much of her time to the Red Cross 
and turned her home into a hos- 
pital. 

Princess Ileana's book. "I l ive 
Again", was published lust winter 
by Rmehart, and excerpts from the 

work were serialized in the Ladies 
Home Journal. She has s|>oken 
before large audiences in nearly 
every section of the United States 
The program will begin at 8:15 
p.m. snd students will be admitted 
on ID cards.

he believed that during the com- 
ing year, money would be appro- 
pi uited for the hiring of a dean 
lor the medical school and for 
architects for the buildings. 

During the second year of the 
forthcoming budget, money will b« 
appropriated for the actual 
struction of the school, 
continued. 

The President explained that the 
employment before construction be- 
gan was necessary for the super- 
vision of the medical school as it 
Is such a technical project. The 
dean must also organize and maka 
purchases for a medical library. 
Along with this he would plan and 
Obtain the medical staff. 

Approximately nine to twelva 
months would be required for the 
architects to complete the plans 
lor the school. 

Earlier this month at I meeting 
of the Kentucky Medical Founda- 
tion Gov. A. R. Chandler, pledged 
his full and active support and 
ro-operation of his administration 
in the establishment of a medical 
school at UK. 

The Roard of Trustees estab- 
lished a medical school in June,

The apartments, all lorated in 
Cooperstown. will house 330 stu- 
dent families. They are replacing 
pre-fabrlrated buildings of f oop- 
rrstnwn, village for veterans, in 
use from 1947 until last year when 
the current project was started. 

Of fire-resistant masonry con- 
struction, the completely furnished 
buildings will contain 330 one and 
two-bedroom units. The estimated 
all-inclusive cost of $2,980,000 will 
be borne by a bond issue which 
will be retired from income over a 
40-year period and by $180,000 in 
University funds.

ADVENTURES IN SOCIAL SCIENCE: NO. 2 

Doff your caps and bolls; there will be no fan and Ramos this 
lay. Today, with earnestness and sobriety, we make the second 
>f our forays into social science. Today we take up the most 
basic of all the social sciences -sociology itself. 

Sociology teaches us that man is a social animal. It is not his 
instincts or his heredity that determine his conduct; it is his 
environment. This fact is vividly borne out when one considers 
any of the several cases of children who were raised by wild ani- 
mals. Take, for example, the dossier on Julio Sigafoos. 

Julio, abandoned as an infant in a dark wood near Cleveland, 
was adopted by a pack of wild dogs and reared as one of their 
own. When Julio was found by a hunter at the age of twelve, the 
poor child was more canine than human. He ran on all fours, 
barked and growled, ate raw meat, lapped water with his tongue, 
and could neither speak nor understand one single word. In 
short, he was a complete product of his environment.

(Julio, incidentally, was more fortunate than most wild chil- 
dren. They never become truly humanir.ed. but Julio was excep- 
tional. Bit by bit, he began to talk and walk and eat and drink 
as people do. His long dormant mental processes, when awakened 
at last, turned out to be remarkably acute. In fact, he was so 
bright that he learned to read and write in a month, got through 
grammar school in five years and high school in two. And last 
June, as thousands of spectators, knowing Julio's tragic back- 
ground, stood and cheered, he was graduated valedictorian from 
Cal Tech with a degree in astrophysics! 

(Who can say to what towering heights this incredible boy 
would have risen had he not been killed the day after commence- 
ment while chasing a car?) 

But 1 digress. To return to sociology, people tend to gather in 
groups-a tendency that began, as we ail know, with the intro- 
duction of Philip Morris Cigarettes. What an aid to sociability 
they are! How benignly one looks upon his fellows after a puff 
of Philip Morris's gentle, pleasant, flavorful tobacco! How eager 
it makes one to share, to communicate, to extend the hand of 
friendship!

A quaint all-day ceremony was held, with tribal 
dancing, war chants, fat lady races, pie eating contests, and, 
for the grand finale, the sacrifice of two dozen maidens. 

According to Ug's folkways, sacrificing maidens was quite 
u-ceptable, but when in his eighteenth year he was smt as an 
-•xchange student to the University of WiaCtMfin, he soon learned 
hat Americans take a dim view of this practice in Wisconsin, 
it any rate. The first twelve or thirteen maidens L'g sacrificed, 
he was let off with a warning. When, however, he persisted, dras- 
ic measures were taken he was de pledged by his fraternity. 
A broken man, L'g quit school and moved to Milwaukee where 
today he earns a meagre living as a stein. c»« MM

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Wrong Impression 



LITTIC MAN ON CAMPUS

The recent series of editorials about UK 
in the Ixniisvillc ( amrier-Journal h.is cansf il 

co mfcl wibw comment throughout the st.ite 
and partic-nlarly here on campus. 

The editorials, written l>y an UK alumnus, 
John Ed Pearee, are well-written, show d< - 
tailed research, ami are on the most part 
ohjective and worthy of serious considera- 
tion by all Kentuckians. 

However, the Kerne! dors object to the 
editorial Concerning athletics. Here Mr. 
Pearee loses his impartiality and almost 
descends to distorting facts. 

The whole torn* of the editorial is slanted 
to leave the reader with the impression that 
the University spends hundreds of thousands 
of dollars each year for athletics at the ex- 
pense of the academic program. 

Hut this is a wrong impression. Even Mr. 
Pearee grudgingly admits the Athletic As 
soeiation is self-supporting. His entire argu- 
ment is based on a rather vague paper 
transaction which no one but Mr. Pearee 
has ever considered. 

He says the Athletic Association does not 
pay the University for educating the ath- 
letes. According to Mr. Pearee this amounts 
to $72,000 a year. 

Supposing Mr. Pearce's figures are cor- 
rect, and it does cost the University's aca- 
demic program that much money each year, 



it is still a small amount to pay for athletics. 
It must be remembered that UK participates 
in at least eight sports -football, basketball, 
baseball, track, swimming, tennis, golf, and 
fencing. 

Its hard to conceive that this program 
would cost less than S70.000, even on Mr. 
Pearee's purely "amateur" basis. 

Mr. Pearee also complains about the e\ 
pense of building the Coliseum and Mc-Clean 
Stadium. But again he is forced to admit 
that the Athletic Association pays for these 
structures— at a tune of SSO.OOO a year. 

Granted the Coliseum was built primarily 
for basketball, but without it Lexington 
could not support the fine Concert Series it 
has now. A town must have a large audi- 
torium to attract such groups as the New- 
York Philharmonic and the Robert Shaw- 
Chorale. 

Mr. Pearee says the coaches have fine 
offices while all professors are crammed into 
Cubbyholes. He forgets to mention that pro- 
fessors teaching in the new building s, par- 
ticularly Fine Arts and Journalism, have 
much better offices than any of the coaches. 

Its time to quit treating athletics as a 
favorite whipping boy. Despite what Mr. 
Pearee says. Athletics are not responsible for 
all the ills of the University.
